SON IN WAR II 
World War II claimed the life 


of the second son of Mrs. Grant 
Corbin, Grandview Terrace, who 
was notified by her daughter-in- 
law Monday afternoon that her 
husband, Pvt. Harold K. Decker, 
32, was killed in action December 
25 in Germany. 


Mrs. Decker, who resides In 


Howard, Pa., received word by 
telegram from the War Depart- 
ment Monday morning. 


Another son of Mrs. Corbin, 


Sgt. Dorsey F. Decker, 24, was 
killed 
in an airplane crash 


January ID, 1944, at Ft. Worth, 
Texas. 


Pvt. Decker was born October 


19, 1912, at Bald Eagle. Pa. He 
was Inducted into service March 
23, 1944, and received his basic 
training at Ft. Knox, Ky. He 
later trained at Camp Chaffee, 
Ark., and was then sent to Ft. 
Meade, Md. He went overseas 
in September and landed in 
France in October. Later he 
was stationed in Belgium and 
Germany. He was a member of 
an armored division. 


Only Known Case 


In addition to his widow, the 


former Florence Hockenberry, he 
is survived by three sons, H. 
Kenneth, Jr., aged eight; Homer, 
four, and Dorsey, two; his step- 
father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. 
Grant Corbin, Grandview Ter- 
race; two sisters, Mrs. Eugene 
Shaw and Mrs. WUbert Buohl, 
both of Barberton, Ohio. 


• This is the first instance, of 
known record, that an Adams 
county mother has lost two sons 
in this war. There are several 
instances where two brothers 
were wounded but no case of 
known record where two broth- 
ers from this area lost their 
lives while in service.

The young man entered service

ADAMS COUNTY 
IS DIGGING OUT 
FROM DEEP SNOW 


Adams county was slowly digging 


out from the winter's record 16-inch 
snow today as clear skies and a 
bright sun started to melt some of 
the heavy covering, on roof tops and 
pavements. 


J. William Kendlehart, Jr., Adams 


county superintendent of the state 
Highway department, reported that 
all of his snow removal equipment 
was working full-tilt on the job of 
clearing the main, roads. A 'light 
wind started to drift the snow across 
already cleared roads and was "mak- 
ing it necessary to repeat the clean- 
Ing operations hi many places, he 
said. 


"We arc still at it," he staled, 


"and still fighting the wind-drifted 
snow." It will be necessary to con- 
tinue work on the main highways 
for the rest of the day, Kendlehart 
estimated. Work probably will be 
started on the back roads Thursday, 
he said, if there is no increase In the 
drifting. 


Some Schools Close 


Full crews, manning the 13 heavy 


trucks 
equipped with snow-plow 


blades, and Uie six graders, have 
been working since Monday night 
at 9 o'clock. The heavy snow re- 
moval work still will take "a couple 
of days," Kendlehart predicted this 
morning. 


A number of county schools re- 


mained closed today although "most 
of them probably are open," the 
county superintendent of school' of- 
fice reported.- A survey conducted 
by Dr. Robert A. Bream, assistant 
county superintendent, disclosed that 
at least five of the larger county 
schools were closed. They included 
East Berlin, Fairfield 
and York 


Springs high schools, the Hamilton- 
ban consolidated school and the 
Orrtanna school. 


The Franklin township consoli- 


dated school at Cashtown was open 
but had only 25 per cent attendance. 
The Biglerville high school opened 
with about 20 per cent of its pupils 
absent. In Gettysburg only two of 
the four school buses reached the 
high school this morning. They were 
from 
Cumberland and Highland 


township. The 
Mount 
Joy 
and 


Franklin township buses failed to 
arrive.

(Delayed) (AP)—Capt. "Indian 
Joe" Reaser, who cut cards for 
a chance at a 30-diCy home fur- 
lough and lost, is a hero again. 


Reaser, one of the 30th Infan- 


try 
Division's 
best 
company 


commanders, was helping mop 
up the Thirimont sector when 
he found himself in the middle 
of a "vertical battle." 


With three of his men, the 


29-year-old Gettysburg. Pa., of- 
ficer had set out to clean out a 
house 
defended 
by 
German 


paratroopers. As the Americans 
worked their way into the firbt 
floor the Nazis retreated lo the 
second, where they continued 
the battle. 


Joe Is Wounded Again 


"Joe 
couldn't sec them and 


they couldn't see Joe and his 
men." said another captain, de- 
scribing- Uic action- "But they 
started firing through the floors 
at each other. It was straight up 
and down fighting, with both 
sides banging away and trying 
to get in some lucky shots." 


The German* drew first blood 


by winging "Indian Joe"' slight- 
ly in the arms. Deciding there 
was no point in continuing a 
"blind battle" when there was 
a better way to deal with the 
trapped paratroopers, Reaser set 
fire to the house and then pulled 
his men away under cover be- 
fore the Nazis grasped uhat was 
happening. 


From a sufe distance Ke<uscr 


and bis men sat with their rifles 
ready waiting for Uic fire to 
spread. As tbe flames mounted 
the paratroopers tried one after 
another lo make a break for 
safety. Each was shot down as 
he ran from tbe bouse and tried 
lo escape. 


With the encrnj disposed of 


Reaser went to an aid station 
to have his> wound dressed.

Giant Soviet Drives 
Free Polish Capital; 
2 Miles From Reich

Paris,. Jan. 17 (AP)—Fresh and rested 


British troops, in a resumption of the Allied 
offensive, have gained 1,000 yards, crossed 
the Little Roode river at two points and 
driven into the village of Dieteren, 23 miles 
above Aachen, and still were progressing 
today through the icy ground haze. 


Their attack, started with a massive 


artillery barrage—rField Marshal Montgom- 
ery's trademark—apparently caught the 
Germans napping. 


The Tommies captured at least one bridge 


over the Roode intact as they advanced, 
ghostly in white capes, through a relatively 
soft spot in German defenses. British divi- 
sions in the attack had not been engaged 
in the battle of the Belgian bulge, now re- 
duced to about a fourth its original size. 


The little Dutch town of Dieteren is two 


miles from the German frontier and six north 
of Sittard. The British appeared to be driv- 
ing toward the Roer river on the left flank 
of the U. S. 9th Army which guards its banks 
from Linnich to Schmidt. 


The fog which shrouded the attack of 


infantry and tanks also slowed the progress 
of the British, who could hardly s.ee their 
buddies along the assault line. 


Roads were glazed with ice and 


sleet this morning. Underneath all 
were massive German mine fields. 
planted during three months of lull. 


Intruder Air Raids 


The attack presumably was in- 


tended to straighten out a German 
wedge into - Allied lines, it was 
backed up overnight by intruder air 
raids on German billet areas in the 
towns of Wassemburg and Wegberg 
just east of the Roer. 


To the south, the German salient 


in the Ardennes was flattened back 
until nowhere was it more than 15 
miles deep. The U. S. First Army 
was 
battering 
relentlessly down 


from the north toward St. Vith, last 
main road gate back to the Siegfried 
!me. A few German snipers were 
being hunted down in the ruins of 
fallen Houffalize. 


The cross-Rhine German stand 


north of Strasbourg was under two- 
way attack by Lt. Gen. Alexander 
M. Patch's troops for the first time. 
The Seventh Army gained a mile 
at both ends of the pocket despite 
German reinforcements which built 
Nazi strength to 2,500 men and a 
dozen tanks.

Courtney H. Hodces advanced to 
within 1,000 yards of Petit-Their, 
seven miles west of St. Vith, and 
also drove the Germans from high 
ground north of Recht.

the gulf and 83 from Manila. 


Other Advances

London, Jan. 17 (AP)—The Polish pro- 


visional government at Lubin triumphantly 
announced today the liberation of Warsaw, 
the bloody and ruined city which was the 
first national capital engulfed by the Ger- 
mans in this war. 


The announcement, broadcast by the 


Polish regime established last December 31 
at Lubin and immediately recognized by 
Moscow, declared: 


"Warsaw has been captured. Formations 


of the Red Army and Polish Army have 
occupied Warsaw, the capital of the Polish 
republic." 


The last word from Moscow was that 


Warsaw had been out-flanked on thelsopth- 
west by Soviet winter offensives. But Moscow 
may have designated the Lubin government 
to announce liberation of Warsaw, scene of 
an epic but fruitless uprising by the Polish 
underground last fall. 


The broadcast, repeated three times, was 


heard by the BBC at 12:30 p. m. (7:30 a. m. 
EWT.) 
(OWI also recorded the transmis- 


sions). 


The Lubin announcement came as two 


mammoth Soviet offensives below the capital 
were advancing through Poland on a virtually 
unbroken front of 200 miles, striking to with- 
in 27 miles of the German Silesian frontier, 
and into the defense perimeter of Krakow, 
ancient capital in Southwestern Poland.

own judgment and punishments. 
Russia isn't a member of the war 
guilt commission, and when the 
Muscovites say they will act on their 
own, they will act. 


On top of this we get British 


Prime Minister Churchill's declara- 
tion in the House of Commons yes- 
terday that "the war will be pro- 
longed until unconditional surrender 
has been obtained." This gratifying 
promise is made as the Red Armies 
are crashing the German lines in a 
mighty new offensive reaching from 
East Prussia on the north, down 
across Poland to the Carpathians 
Berlin says the Russians "are out 
to force a decision of the war," and 
that likely is true. They're out for 
the kill, and on to the Berlin that 
Ehrenburg says they dream about. 


Adequate Handling 


The Muscovite assault on East 


Prussia holds particular fascination. 
This big province long has been a 
great center of the militaristic, 
Prussian aristocracy known as Uie 
Junker class. It is one of the main 
whelping grounds of militarism. 
Until the middle of the last century 
the Junkers maintained serfdom, 
and up to now have owned vast es- 
tates which have produced revenues 
to make Avars. 


Well, the Russians alreadj have 


a toe-hold in East Prussia, and the 
way things are going it may not be 
long before they also have their hob- 
nailed boots on the arrogant neck 
of Prussia itself. So far as concerns 
East Prussia, the bulk of it has 
been promised to Poland 
The 


Junkers will be torn up by the roots 
and will be shipped into the Reich 
Their vast estates will go to others. 


It needs no great stretch of imagi- 


nation to see that Prussiamsm and 
War crimes will be dealt \vilh ade- 
quately—in one way or another!

FIT MEN UNDER 
30 NOT SAFE 
FROM DRAFT 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, Jan. 17 (AP)—This 


may make a lot of men under 30 
Uttery but it's something to re- i 
member: no man under 30, physical- 
ly fit, is now safe from his draft 
board. 


Each man's case \vili depend on 


his individual draft board which 
still is free to use its own judgement 
in drafting or deferring him. 


The boards haven't been told they 


must follow the government's new 
list of critical and essential activities. 
They've been asked to follow it. 
Actually, most boards probably will 
be guided by the list. 


Here's the background: 
The government last February 


published a list of 35 essential ac- 
tivities, ranging from .farming to 
school teaching. 


All Changed Now 


When a draft board had to fill 


its quota' a man not engaged in a 
job on the list was draft-bait right 
then 


If he was on the essential1 list. 


the board checked to see how es- 
sential he was. He wa.s deferred ac- 
cording to his essentiality. 


Military draft calls dropped in 


May and, because the armed services 
wanted the youngest men possible, 
draft boards were told to concentrate 
on men under 26. 


That's changed now. Now draft 


boards have been told to concentrate 
on all men under 30 and to tighten 
up on the reasons for deferring 
them. 


But the government has gone over 


that list of 35 essential activities. 


It has left the list intact. The 


same 35 activities remain essential. 
But there was this change: some of 
those 35 activities now are classed 
not only as essential but critical, 
too. 


Drafting: Order 


So, with the new list published and 


in order to minimize damage to the 
war effort, War Mobilizer Byrnes has 
asked Selective Service officials to 
ask draft boards to draft men in this 
order:

Observing that America "has not
